Pretenders to the Throne of Afghan- 
istan Will Be Encouraged From St. 
Petersburg and Civil War 
Seems Sure to Follow. 


LONDON, Oct. 10.—The reign of Habi- 
bulla Khan, the new Ameer of Afghan- 
istan, may see. vast changes in the map of 
Asia. The new ruler is regarded as En- 
giand’s friend, as was his father, but the 
claims of the feurth son of the late Ameer 
Mohammed Umar Khan are favored by

forcements of Russian troops along the 
frontier to be in readiness if necessary to 
geize Herat, the Afghan capital.

The succession to the throne of Afghanis- 
tan, it is maintained by foreign office of- 

cials, has not been settled by any means. 

t is not settled by any fundamental law 
of the land and the successor appointed by 
the departed ameer usually has a bitter 
struggle before him. There are eleven pos- 
sible contestants for the throne. 

The second son, Nasrullah Khan, has, 
since his unsuccessful mission to England, 
been discarded by his father, his unpaid 
hotel bills in London having made him ri- 
diculous. By the people and the princes he 

not liked. 
he third son, Chams ud Din, who both 
by Russia and England is valued as a 
friend, cannot be reckoned a serious claim- 
ant to the throne. 

The ameer’s fourth son, Mohammed 
Umar, who is still a youth, but a favorite 
of the princess and the people, has the best 
chance of succession. He has a strong 
following and his high-born and ambitious 
mother has energetically striven to put 
him on the throne at all costs and to ex- 
clude by craft and violence all the other 
sons from the succession. 

In the second place come the sons of 
the former ameer, Sheer Ali (1823-1878), who, 
if supported by England, would willingly 

asp at the crown. They are Yakoob 

han, who at present resides near Pes- 
hawur; Ahmed Khan, a redoubtable war- 
rior. who defeated Gen. Burrows at Mal- 
wand; Mohammed Musa, who draws an 
English pension and lives at Teheran, and 
Sirdar Abdur Rahman, the fourth son, who 
lives for science and cheerishes no am- 
bit:ansa | 

Finally there is Sikunder Khan, who may 
announce his pretensions. He originally 
entered the Russian army in a Hussar reg- 
iment of the bodyguard, then he went to 
London, where the Queen offered him a

post worth £4000. Later he entered the 
service of Persia, where he is at the pres- 
ent moment a general in Teheran. Accord- 
ing to the Moslem law of inheritance he 
would have, as the direct successor of the 
founders of the Barakzai dynasty, the 
greatest right to the throne. 

Afghanistan has stood as a buffer be- 
tween British India and the Russian ad- 
vance in Central Asia. At the invitation of 
the British; Abdur Rahman became Ameer 
at the abdication of his cousin, Yakub 
Khan, after the Cabul massacre of 1879. 
Six years later, at Rawal Pindi, the Ameer 
solemnly and publicly expressed loydity 
to the Queen-Empress and his everlasting 
friendship to the British nation. 

At a banquet, at which were present the 
Viceroy of India, Lord Dufferin; the Duke 
of Connaught, and a distingished com- 
pany, the Ameer drew from its golden 
sheath a beautiful sword presented to him 
by the viceroy, and in an animated oration 
declared that with that sword would he 
smite to the earth the enemies of the 
British government. 

Sometimes in the last seven or eight 
ears the Ameer has seemed to forfeit 
is oath. He had coquetted with the Rus- 
sian diplomats; the English diplomats, if 
they oubted him, hid their doubts, 
shrugged their shoulders and said, ‘His 
Highness probably needs money.”’

ALZLEGHENY, Pa., Oct. 10.—High in a 
gpur of the Blue Ridge Mountains at 
White Haven, Pa., is a colony of consump- 
tives. Living in the open air and fur- 
fished with nutritive food, seventeen pa- 
gients of the Free Hospital for Poor Con- 
gumptives are recovering health and 
gtrength. 

The sanitarium is an old and tumble- 
down barn. The wind whistles through the 
cracks and sweeps over the beas of in- 
valids, who have no protection save that 
they are warmly wrapped. The stronger 
ones spend their days out of doors. They 
take their meals in an adjacent cottage 
whose windows cannot be closed, Yet they 
all improved from the time of their admis- 
sion. The sponsors and supporterg of the 
enterprise say they will be cured. 

This mode of treatment represents the 
modern idea of the rational cure of tuber- 
culosis. Pure biood, it is said, is a natural 

ermicide and the most effective one. 
Sven, then, a system ridden with bacilll, 
the disease is combatted by the creation of 
@ rich circulation. An abnormal supply of 
food, high in nutrition, is administered, ac- 
companied by proper tonics to meet the 
effects of the unusual work upon the diges- 
tive organs. Fresh, unbreathed air, which 
oxidizes the circulation, is nature’s impor- 
tant contribution to the process of healing. 

At present the sanitarium has possible 
accommodations for 60 patients, Steps have 
been taken looking toward the erection of 
a hospital which will have a capacity of 200. 

The White Haven Sanitarium has an 
{deal location on the plateau on the side of 
a bluff at the southern end of the Pocono 
Mountains. The knoll rises abruptly to a 
height of 300 feet above the town, From 
it a magnificent panorama, with the Lehigh 
river in the foreground, is beheld. The sis 
is 1406 feet above sea level. A feature 
which is considered to be of the most im- 
portance tis the soil. This is soft, red shale, 
so porous that dampness is reduced to the 
minimum. The altitude ~% such that no 
smoke or dust reaches the patients, The 
peak of the mountain affords protection 
from north winds. 

The colony is conducted by a discipline 
that is military in its strictness, The 
patients arise at 7 and retire at 9. They 
@re not allowed to leave the estate. Exer- 
cise is assigned to them and such work as 
their condition will warrant. Ex toration 
is forbidden and violation of is rule is 
punished by instant expulsion. 

Practically six meals are eaten in a day. 
Each man is required to dispose of not less 
, eng three quarts of milk and six raw eggs 

y of them consume four quarts of lk 
and ten to a dozen eggs. At 7:30 o’clock 
the patients eat a breakfast of cereals, raw 
eses, milk and coffee. At 10 there, ig a 
funch of milk and eggs. At 12:30 a bounti- 
@ul dinner is served, consisting of soup, 
tneats or fowl, three vegetables, salad and 
@ dessert of milk pudding. Milk and eggs 
gre served again at 4 o’clock and at 6 a 
a of cold meats, potatoes, fruit and 
gnilk. The iast meal, at 8 o’clock, is of 
eggs and milk. ee are never cooked. 

e effects of tremendous consump- 
tion of food are seen in the changes 
wrought in the patients. In August there 
Was an average gain of twelve and one- 

uarter pounds per man. The record case 
or the month was nineteen and one-half 
pounds. Several patients have gained six 
and one-half pounds a week. 

Since the sanitarium was opened, on 
Aug. 56, some of the men have made re- 
a improvement. Two were so near- 
y cured that they left the place to return 
to work. All of the work about the hos- 
pital is done by the patients, so that it is 
Piper Selt-supporting. 

The patients to a man are contented and 
cheerful. They are ready, even eager, to 
perform all tasks that are asked of them.

SAYS SHE IS CRUGER’S WIDOW 


MAINTAINS SHE WAS LEGALLY 
WED TO WEALTHY MAN. 


*Zugene Guido Cruger Died in 1898, 


Cut His Children Out of Will and 
Left Her All of 
$135,000. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—Olga Salomea 


Heitz of Fontainebleau, France, the hand- 


geome young woman who claims to be the 
widow of the late Eugene Guido Cruger, 
and to whom that representative of the old 
Knickerbocker family left his entire for- 
tune, to the exclusion of his children, has 
come over the sea for the purpose of de- 
fending her title to the estate. 

Much has been written of the romantic 
attachment of Mr. Cruger for Olga 
Heitz, and now the young woman who lays 
claim. to the title of Mrs. Cruger will go On 
the witness stand and tell the story in de- 
tail. She has frequently been referred to 
as a former Russian peasant whose great 
beauty attracted the rich New Yorker dur- 
ing one of his visits to Paris. She asserts 
that this is not so; that she is an Alsatian 
by birth and was legally married to Mr. 
Cruger. 

She came into court acccmpanied by her 
counsel, Charies E. Lydecker, and sharply 
followed the proceedings. She is above the 
medium helght and is of slender figure. 
Her hair is light brown and her eyes are 
blue. Her chief characteristic is a rather 


long nose and very highly arched eye- 
brows. She was dressed in a tailor-made 
own of black cioth, embroidered with gold

DAYTON, O., Oct. 10.—The confidence of 
the authorities in their case against Mrs. 
Mary B. Witwer is somewhat shaken. They 
fear that they camnot hold the woman on 
the evidence which they have. liabeas 
corpus proceedings for her releasc are mo- 
mentarily expected. 

Although still held in custody, Mrs. Wit- 
wer, who was arrested on suspicion because 
of the mystery attaching to the death of 
several relatives. and altogether of 15 per- 
sons with whom she was associated, may 
be released “for lack of evidence to justi- 
fy the suspicion. For several days’ the 
officials have been awaiting a report from 
Prof. Russell Elliott, a chemist, to whom 
all the powders, medicines, pills and li- 
quids found in Mrs. Witwer’s house were 
given for analysis the day she was arrested. 

Prof. Elliott *has submitted his report. to 


the superintendent of police and said he 
found no trace of poison in any of the 
twelve different drugs and liquids taken 
from the house. A conference was immedi- 
ately. called in police headquarters to de- 
termine what should next be done. It was 
attended by Supt. of Police Whitaker, 
Chief of Detectives McBride, Police Court 
Prosecutor Deroon, Prosecuting Attorney 
Martin and Coroner Haricher. 


Will Exhume 
Three Bodies. 

Two things were finally determined, that 
no warrant should be sworn out against 
Mrs. Witwer on the evidence now in hand 
and that the bodies of her sister, Mrs.

Pugh immediately after her death disclosed 
the fact that there was arsenic in her 
stomach and they have a box of rat poison 
taken from the Witwer home, the active 
principle of which is arsenic. It is difficult 
for them to believe that any woman could 
by a ghoulish freak of fate be pursued by 
the remarkable series of deaths which have 
marked the career of:Mrs. Witwer and 
they intend to investigate her history 
very closely before they swing open the 
prison doors and set her free.

The enactment by the state legislature of a probationary law 
was a long step in the right direction. To complete the good 
work a Children's Court is needed. 

Statistics of English experience collected by the New York 
World testify to the salutary influence of such courts and their 
effect upon juvenile offenders. 

In 1890 3600 minors, between the ages of 12 and 16, began or 
gerved terms in houses of correction, and 207 children under 12 
Were sent to institutions, In 1901 fora corresponding period these 
two classes of offenders number respectively 1200 and 18. 

The reduction is due to the employment of.influences corre- 
sponding to our Children’s Court.

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AMERICAN RAILWAYS. 


The summary of railroad conditions in the United States and 
Canada, contained in advance sheets of Poor’s Manual, shows 
a steady growth afd progress. ¢ 

According to its figures the mileage in 1900 was 191,862, being an 
increase of 5362 miles over 1899; gross earnings were $1,501,695,378, 
as against $1,336,096,379 in 1899; net earnings, $483,247,526, as com- 
pared with $423,941,689 in 1899. 

In 1900 the roads paid $119,288,879 in dividends; in 1899, $88,076,393. 

The increase in traffic is very marked. The number of passen- 
gers carried in 1900 was 584;695,985; in 1899 it was 637,977,301; passen- 
ger mileage in 1900, 16,313,284,471; in 19899, 14,859,541,965; tons of 
freight 1900, 1,071,431,919; 1899, 975,799,941. Freight mileage in 1900 
was 141,162,109,413; in 1899, 126,991,703,110. 

By way of comment it may be observed that huge as these 
numbers are, beyond the power of the imagination to grasp, 
they announce only the beginning of American domestic develop- 
ment. Much has been done; but compared with what is yet to be 
done it is as a mere trifle. The resources of the United States 
have been scratched. Their cultivation and orderly development 
are just beginning.

FLANAGAN SETS NEW WEIGHT 
AND DISCUS THROWING MARKS. 


ARTHUR DUFFY'S ~~ SPRINT 


St. Louisan Covered One Hundred 
Yards in the Amateur Record Time — 
—Results of Other Contests. 


John Flanagan, champion weight thrower 
of the world, broke two world’s records at 
the athletic games Wednesday at the Fair 
Grounds arena. 

He threw the 56-pound weight 36 feet 8 


inches, exceeding by more than a foot the 
record held by Mitchell of the N. Y. A. C.., 
and in the discus event he hurled the mis- 
Sile 124 feet even, several feet beyond his 
own world's record mark. 

In addition he had two other perform- 
ances of merit to his credit. He put the 16- 
pound shot 38 feet 6 inches, and threw the 
hammer 163 feet 3 inches.

MRS. SCHRAMM ASKS FOR ARREST 
OF FATHER-IN-LAW. 


WILL APPEAL TO COURTS 


Child Was Permitted to Visit Her 


Father’s Home, Where, It Is 
Charged, She Is Held. 


Mrs. Elizabéth Schramm of East Bt. 
Louls, accompanied by her 14-year-old sis- 
ter, Miss Stella Jackson, applied at the 
warrant office at the Four Courts Thursday 
morning for a warrant against Herman D. 
Schramm, her father-in-law, on the 


charge that he had abducted her 7-year-old 
cdaugnter, Ethel Schramm. 

Acting Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
Fickeissen said that he could not issue a 
warrant, but he said that he would per- 
sonally represent Mrs. Schramm, and that 
on Friday he would apply in the Circuit 
Court for a writ of beas corpus. 

Mrs. hramm is years old, and she 
says that she lives with her father, J. W. 
Jackson, at 1407 Burton avenue, Hast St. 
Louls. Last July, she says, smallpox was 
prevalent in East St. Louis and several 
members of the Jackson family were strick- 
en with the disease. 

Little Ethel, she stated, had heard that 
her father, who has been separated from 
her mother for several years, was at the 
Schramm residence in St! Louis, and she 
expressed a desire to see him. Because of 
the danger from smallpox Mrs. Schramm 
permitted her to go. 

In about a month Mrs. Schramm went to 
her father-in-law’s home fn South St. Louis 
to see her child, intending to take her back 
home. She says that she saw Ethel, and 
had her in her arms when Herman D. 
Schramm assaulted her. 

A few days later she obtained a varriage 
and drove over again. When #alie reached 
the house she said that she met two po- 
licemen, who told her that they were 
watching: the child and if she tmade any 
disturbance they would have to arrest her. 

Mr. Fickeissen said that the charge of 
abduction or kidnaping would not be 
sustained in the courts, as the child wert 
voluntarily there, but a writ of habeas 
corpus would give the mother the pcsses- 
sion of the child.

PLANS NOW UNDER WAY 


FIRST MOTORS WILL BE USED ON 
SMALL SECTION. 


Water Power | to Be Developed From 
Mountain Streams-——-Expected to Do 
Away With Costly Steam 
Locomotives. 


ST. PAUL. Oct. 10.—The investigations for 
the Great Northern Railway into the matter 
of substituting electric for steam power for 
railroad use have been under the direction 
of J. N. Hill. the eldest son of President J. 
J. Hill. The matter was first brought to 
the elder Hill’s attention by the reports of 
civil engineers that it might be impractic- 
able to operate trains through the Cascade 
tunnel by means of coal-burning locomo- 
tives on account of its extreme length and 
the fact that tlrere is no means of effective. 
ly veritilating it without going to the ex- 
pense of installing and operating air motors. 
The investigations into electricity have 
convinced Hill that there is a great saving 
to be made in operating trains by water 
power conveyed in the form of electricity. 

When the plan was first broached it 
merely contemplated the operation of 
trains by electricity through the tunnel, a 
distance of about two anda half miles. But 
now the electric improvement will be ap- 
plied to that portion of the road extending 
to Leavenworth on the east side of the 
mountuins, Skykomish on the west side, 
sixty-stx mile it is understood that if the 
electric metors are a Success they will be 
immediately operated from Everett on the 
west side, a distance of 141 miles, and 
eventually extended to include the entire 
milage of the system 

The portion of the road chosen for the 
first application of the experiment in elec- 
tric power is one of the most difficult and 
expensive portions of the road to operate 
on the entire system. It lies through the 
wild and rugged Cascades, the grades are 
very heavy on both sides of the mountains 
there are many miles of snowsheds, an

As the water power for the creation of 
the electric power for the operation of the 
trains under the new system will be taken 
from one or more of the many streams 
which exist In abundance along that por- 
tion of the system the innovation contem- 
plated will reduce the coal bills of the 
division very greatly, if not eventually do- 
ing away with them entirely. 

The engineers have surveyed and minute- 
ly examined the Skykomish river, on the 
west side of the summit, and one of the 
streams on the east side, and one or more 
of the most convenient will be selected. 
Should the work on the proposed improve- 
ment be begun at once it will require 18 
months to install the appliances sufficient- 
ly to do awaywith the steam locomotives.
